A Visit to Kauai. Natural Curiosi- 
ties and an Ostrich 
Hunt, 


The Island of Kauai is sometimes 
called the Garden Island of the group. 
It is one vast flower garden between 
ninety and one hundred miles in cir- 
cumference. Vegetables, however, are 
not grown very successfully there, The 
island is said by geologists to be the old- 
est of the group. One thing is certain, 
Kauai has better roads than any of the 
other islands, and after wandering 
through the stony pathless forests of 
Hawaii, one finds the roads of Kaui de- 
lightful garden paths. 

On January 6, 1896, the little steamer 
Mikahola lay at her dock in Honolulu 
Harbor. At4p.m. Lalighted from the 
carriage, walked up the gangway, and 
took my position on the captain’s bridge 
to watch the process of loading mules. 

This is an interesting sight. The ves- 
sel has a derrick rigged on the deck, 
and a broad belt is passed under the 
mule to whick a hook is attached above 
his back. As the ongine starts the mule 
is lifted from his feet and landed on 
deck, much to his disgust. 

Before we reached Diamond Head the 
supper gong sounded, and tho passen- 
gers hurried down to finish the meal be- 
fore we entered the channel, as the 
chances were we would not enjoy it an 
hour later. The channels between the 
islands are never smooth, and seem to 
be more dreaded by the inhabitants of 
the islands than a yoyage to Japan or 
San Francisco, The vessels which ply 
between the islands are small, the sea 
“choppy,” and if one can make the tour 
of the islands in them without getting 
gea-sick,he is proof against that malady. 
I had made seven ocean yoyages with- 
out feeling any of the disagreeable ef- 
fects of seasickness, and had begun to 
boast myself a born sailor, but, alas, 
‘the channel between Kauai and Oahu 
took the conceit out of me. 

At three o’clock in the morning the 
steward rapped on the door of my state- 
room and said woe were entering the 
port of Nawiliwili. I had not the slight- 
ost idea where I was to land, but some- 
how instinctively felt that this must be 
my destination. I awoke sleepy and 
cross, dressed hurriedly, seized my tray- 
eling bag and artist’s portfolio, and left 
the stateroom just as the anchor was 
dropped. 

Three ladies, myself, seven Japanese, 
and fourteen Chinamen were the pas- 
sengers to disembark. The harbor was 
not very rough though the water was 
slightly undulating. We were compel- 
led to climb down a rope-ladder and en- 
ter a boat manned by a crew of dusky 
Hawaiians. This feat, in the night, is 
not pleasant, especially when boat and 
ship are bobbing in different directions. 

As soon as the mail was brought off 
the omnibus took us to the hotel at Li- 
kue, about one and a half miles from 
the lunding. I was shown to my room 
and informed that Dr. E, C, Goodhue, 
the government physician at Koloa, 
would call for me during the forenoon. 
Shortly after breakfast ho came to take 
me to Koloa as his guest. 

The ride from Likue to Koloa was de- 
lightful. The day was fair, the roads, 
but for the red soil, might remind one 
of New England. The kukua treos, or 
screw pines, and wild breadfruit grew 
on every side. On the way we paused 
at the Kauai Industrial School which 
was established by Dr. J. S. Smith and 
his sister. here aro sixty boys in at- 
tendanco at this school, where they are 
not only given a good English educa- 
tion, but are taught useful trades, such 
as carpentering, blacksmithing and 
farming. 

On the afternoon of my arrival the 
doctor, his wife, Dr, Crane and myself 
went to the Spouting Horn, which is 
not more than a mile and a half from 
Koloa. This is one of the wonders of 
Kauai. ‘The ledge of lava-like rock 
which extends over acres along the sea- 
shoro is penetrated by many caverns in- 
to which the waves of the sea rush with 
wonderful force, ‘There is an orifice in 
the rock large enough for an ordinary 
man to craw! through, and the water. 
driven in by the surf, is forced through 
this hole, sometimes tothe height of GO 


feet. ‘he expulsion of water is accom- 
panied by a hollow roar as the air is 
forcod through an aperture near the 
horn. Near the Horn is a large rock 


known as The Pulpit, and about one

crossing the stream a number of times. 
The water, in places, came quite to the 
saddle girths, the bottom covered with 
stones slippory and dangerous to all 
horses not very sure-footed, On either 
side rose perpendicular bluffs to the 
height of several hundred feet. a 

The scenery along the valley, like all 
scenery in Hawaii, is picturesque and 
varied, constantly changing like the 
views in a kaleidoscope. The mugged 
hills and cliffs are ever changing in 
form and adding new beauty to the 
sceno. 

Woe reached the Hanapepo Falls at 
noon, The water rushes over a preci- 
pice about three hundred feet high, and 
falls into a great basin worn in the 
rocks below. The scene is sublime and 
inspiring. Miniature rainbows may be 
seen on the fine spray cast off from the 
dashing. waters. The whole is enclosed 
by precipitous cliffs clothed with dark 
green moss, The shadows of the rock 
overhang the clear, cold pool of water 
which lies beneath. From this pool the 
plantation flume starts, carrying the 
water at a fall of only one foot to the 
thousand, to irrigate the valley below, 

Among the most beautiful scenery in 
Kauai is tho valley of Houalei, which 
we visited two days lator, The jour- 
ney was one continuous picnic. It was 
made by the same party in carriage and 
on horseback. ‘The crossing the ferry 
at Houalei was made all the more ro- 
mantic by the tradition that our ferry- 
man had been a Chinese pirate ; he cer- 
tainly looked enough like ono. 

One of the wonders of Kauai is the 
mirage, This wonderful optical delus- 
ion will occasionally greet the traveler 
three miles beyond Waiwea. The sandy 
tract that stretches along the roads 
seems transformed into a lake of water, 
where the images of cattle are reflected 
as they appear to feed upon submerged 
vogetation, while the trunks of trees 


tives have a tradition that at certain 
seasons, Just before dawn, the old giant 
Kamalimaloa, once a powerful chief of 
Maui, is seen rising from the ground, 
armed with his spear, and with his hol- 
met on his head. 

Another najural curiosity is tho Bark- 
ing Sands of Mauna. A long line of low 
sand hills is thrown up along the beach, 


and as tho traveller walks over these 


mounds, or strikes the sand, a growling 
barking sound is produced. This sound 
seems to be a property peculiar to these 
sands. They only bark when dry, and 


ifa large quantity is removed and put 


in a bag, the same barking will be pro- 
duced by letting the sand suddenly fall 
from one end of the bag to the other. I 
witnessed an exhibition of this at the 
home of Mr Turner, the manager of the 
ostrich farm. 
The ostrich farm is situated on a 
sandy beach about threo miles from Ko- 
loa, shut in on all sides, save one, by 
mountain ranges. On that side is the 
ocean, Accompanied by Dy. Crane, 
mounted on spirited horses, and attend- 
ed by a Portugese guide, I set out, Jan, 
17th, for the farm. We reached it in 
time for lunch. My. Turner, the mana- 
ger, showed us about the place and told 
us of the habits of the ostrich. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Turner this giant bird has 
very little senso. He never looks to step 
over or crawl under a fence, but will 
fall over it. ‘*Heis such a fool,” said 
the manager, “that if the fence around 
his paddock was removed, he would bo 
three days in making tho discovery, 
and then he would fall over the path.” 
Mr. Turner says the old theory that 
the sun hatches the eggs of an ostrich 
isabsurd. ‘The ostrich is a faithful set- 
ter. Tho females sit by day and the 
males by night. They lay three times 
during the year, fifteen or sixteen eggs 
ata time, A bird has been known to 
yield two hundved dollars’ worth of 
feathers at a single plucking, and they 
are plucked every seven months. 
Ostriches may not be one of the won- 
ders of Kauni, but they bid fair to be- 
come one of the industries of the Ha- 
waiian Islands.

RULES FOR LAMB FEEDING. 


“The feeding of lambs is a science. | 
Tt is by no means yet an exact science, 


yet these few things we have learned: size and shape, If you will do 


eed lambs of a mutton breed or at 
least sired by a mutton sire. Feed 
those that have the best food and op- 
portunities from the day of their birth. 
A stunted lamb will never make corn 
into flesh as he ought. Before you put 
them in the feed lots, attend the funer- 
al of every louse and tick,” so says J. 

2, Wing, in American Sheep Breeder. | 

“Begin the feeding on pasture, if 
you have lambs early enough. Let 
them eat bran for a few days, until all | 
will come quickly when called. If you | 
have a choice of foods for the first, let | 
your choice be oats. Begin by giving | 
it very sparingly, merely enough te let 
each lamb get a taste, and make him 
eager to get more. increase the 
amount of grass slowly and regularly. 
Do not make any sudden changes in 
the feeding. After thirty days, if all 
goes well, the lambs may be on ‘full 
feed.’ You can tell by their leaving 
ir grain when fed. Then 
cut down the amount fed a very little. 
‘Aim always to give just what will be 
eaned up. As they grow they will 
eat more. Increase their food accord- 
ingly. 

“When you come to put them into 
the shed after pasture gets short do 
‘not after let them have their liberty. 
A yard twice as large as the shed is 
, big enough, and they should not be al- 
| lowed in that except while they are ecat- 
jing their grain. Heed the grain twice 
| daily, at as near the same time as pos- 
sible. Do not feed grain early in the 
_Morning to fattening lamvs. Give them 
their hay while they are out eating 
their grain. Have water before them 
at all times, and see that it is pure 
enough for your own drinking, 

“Do not let the hay rack become fill- 
ed with the lambs leavings. frequent- 
ly clean them out and feed to horses. 
If the hay has not been satled in the 
mow, give the lambs their salt by brin- 
ing the hay. Feed clover or alfalfa hay 
if you can get it. Lambs, more than 
any animal, need protein.

“Be gentle with the lambs; they will 
fatten only while they are appy. Do 
not let them be awakened while asleep. 
Do not ask strangers to go in to see 
them. Do not change their quarters if 
you can help it. Do not let their shed 
become damp or uncomfortable. Let in 
all the blessed air that you can unless 
it is very cold or stormy. Do not try 
to economize by feeding a small amount 
of hay, trying to make it up with grain, 
That cannot he done. A lamb is, first 
; of all, a hay eater, and all his internal 
revenue department is adapted to the 
use of bulky food. Let them be ninety 
days on ‘full feed." Do not clip, un- 
less you are to keep them antl after 
April 15. Do not sell them until you 
have them ‘ripe.’ Get a reputation for 
your product, If you are not a careful 
man, with good observation and regu- 
lar habits, you had better use ‘self- 
feeders.’ Do not starve them. Do not 
gorge them to-day; if you do, they wall 
starve themselves to-morrow. Do not 
let anything annoy them.

Wreeked, . 

According to the officers of H.M.S. 
Warrimoo, just arrived at Victoria, B. 
C., from Sydney, the next steamer from 
Australia will bring full details of the 
practical obliteration by a hurricane 
on the 6th instamt of the city of Sua- 
vau, The Canadian-Australian liner 
had fortunately left the Fijian capital 
several hours before the terrible storm 
set in, otherwise she, too, would be con- 
tributed to swell the losses by the gale, 
The cyclone, the mose severe in the 
history of the southern seas, appear- 
ed, to quote Purser Humphries, to 
come from every quarter of the com- 
pass, and raged with immeasureable 
velocity for upwards of 40 hours, dur- 
ing all of which time the ship was 
slowed down, battling with the ele- 
ments. The officers of the Warrimoo 
agree that Suavau had no chance to 
escape, and must have been laid in 
ulter wreck by the) devastating winds. 

As a rule the barrier reefs are suffi- 
cient to protect shipping in the Fijian 
harbours. But the gale of the 6th is 
described as strong enough to sweep 
away the biggest steamship afloat, 
and hence it is surmised that half a 
dozen yessels loading cargo in port 
when the Warrimoo called must have 
shared the fate of the town, Nor is it 
yrobable that Vili Levu island alone 
nas suffered; the others of the group 
were fully as much exposed to the 
gale as it, and all must have been 
similarly devastated, Such a calami- 
ty coming now means utter destitu- 
tion to the Fijians, who were count- 
ing upon redeeming their heayy finan- 
cial reverses of last year with this 
season's crops of sugar, cotton, and 
copra, Owing to infiequency of com- 
munication with the outside world, it 
is doubtful if the people of Fiji, can 
send word of their distress to Auck- 
land, four days’ steaming away, and 
the nearest telegraph station, until 
the calling of the steamer Miowe 
which should reach there on Sunday 
on the 18th.

ONTARIO PARLIAMENT, 


WEDNESDAY. 

Mr, Carnegie introduced to-day bill No. 
107, respecting building societies. An Act 
passed in 1893 provided that no society 
constituted or incorporated under the 
Building Societios Act after the first day 
of June, 1893, should have power to lonn 
money or transact business ontside the 
limits of the county in which the society 
was constituted or incorporated, and the 
object of Mr. Carnegio’s bill is to provide 
that for the purposes of the provision 
quoted a district or provisional county 
united with another county for judicial 
purposes shall be considered a part of the 
county with which it is so united, ‘The 
‘Act of 1893 is not to apply to any porman- 
ent building society having paid up on 
account of permanent capital $100,000, 

Mr. Marter is giving notice of the fol- 
lowing motion: That previous to Novem- 
ber, 1892, Canadian live cattle were al- 
lowed freo entry to the various British 
markets; that at that date Canadian live 
cattle were scheduled, consequent upon 
the alleged discovery of pleuro-pneumonia 
ina beast imported from Canada, which 


competent veterinary s'rgeons reported 
not to be pleuro-pneumouin, but such a 
complaint as might be contracted ina sen 
voyage; thatafter the most careful investi- 
gation by expert authorities there hus not 
been a single case of that disease found in 
Canada; that the farmers of Ontario pro- 
duce for export large numbers of cattle, 
and that this extensive trade is one of the 
chief industries of the province; that leg- 
islation is proposed by the Imperial Goy- 
ernment to permanently exclude all Can- 
adian live cattle from Lritain, and to re- 
quire the slaughtering of all foreign ani 
mals immediately on their arrival ata 
British port; that in view of these facts 
this House feels called upon to record its 
positive conviction that contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia does not now exist and never 
has existed in Canada, and to respectfully 
request that the proposed legislation be 
not pressed and that the present restric- 
tions be removed; that a copy of this reso- 
lution be forwarded through the proper 
channel to the Imperial Government. 

The agitation in favor of holding muni- 
cipal elections on New Yeni’s Day, instead 
of upon the first Monday of the year, has 
been successful. Mr. Hobbs, member for 
London, brought a bill into the Legisla- 
ture to give municipalities the power of 
passing a by-law to hold their elections on 
New Year's Day. No opposition was of- 
fered, and the bill was passed unanimous- 
ly by the Municipal Committee at this 
morning's session. Nominations will be 
held on the 20th or 2lst of December. 

THURSDAY, 

The House to-day spent a busy after, 
noon in passing Government bills, nearly 
80 of which were advanced a stage, and 
concluded the day with a debate which re- 
sulted in a division that gave a Govern- 
ment majority of twenty, the vote stand- 
Ing 46 to 2% in a thin House, The subject 
was the oft-debated one of public ac- 
counts, Col. Matheson moving an amend- 
ment to a motion to go into supply, to the 
effect that asystem similar to that pur- 
sued in the Auditor-General’s report 
should be followed in presenting the ex- 
penditures of theprovince. he debate 
lasted for an hour before 6 o’clock and for 
three hours after, Col. Matheson, Mr. 
Whitney and Mr. Marter being among the 
speakers for the Opposition, and Mr. Ross, 
Mr. Harcourt, Mr, Davis, and Mr. Gibson 
(Huron) among those on the Government 
side. Mr. Haycock opposed the Govern- 
ment, and the Patrons divided, two or 
three voting with the Government and 
half a dozen with the Opposition. 


FRIDAY. 


The House took up Government orders, 
passing through committee the Attorney- 
General’s bill respecting Surrogate Courts. 
Hon. Mr. Harcourt’s bill to make further 
provision for the payment of succession 
duties in certain cases next was consid- 
ered in committee; Hon. Mr. Harcourt in- 
troduced intoit a provision on lines sug- 
gested by Col. Matheson regarding partial 
discharges. Hon. Mr. Gibson’s bill re- 
specting liens of mechanics, wWage-earners 
and others was then passed through com- 
mittee, a number of technical «mend- 
ments being introduced. In the Attorney- 
General's bill respecting antecedent un- 
registered agreements for bills of sale and 
chattel mortgages a change was made so 
as to make the bill apply to antecedent 
verbal as well as written agreements, It 
was then passed through committee. 
Hon. Mr. Bronson’s bills to amend the 
electric railway act of 1895 and respecting 
the ex-propriation of lands of the province 
by railway companies were reported from 
committee without amendment, 


MONDAY. 

Inthe course of an afternoon meeting 
the House concurred in a good many of 
the votes passed in Committee of Supply, 
considered some further votes and ad- 
vanced a number of bills astage. The ap- 
pointment of a Provincial Highway Com- 
missioner and the expenditure of $2,500 for 
the Western Dairy Farm were the chief 
points discussed. 

On Saturday a conference was held at 
the Perliament buildings between Hon. 
Mr. Harty and Hon, Mr. Ross, as repre- 
sentatives of the Government, and Messrs, 
Power and McNicol, as representatives of 
the G.T.R, and C.P.R. respectively, with 
reference to the pass question. A schemo 
was suggested which both parties appeared 
to find satisfactory; it was that the Goy- 
ernment divide equally between the two 
railways the sum—about #%2,500—which

The first of these, ona 
motion to strike out Inspector Noxon's 
salary, resulted in a victory for the Gov 
ernment by a vote of 50 to 82; the second, 
relaiing to expenditures on Brockville 
Asylum, resulted in # vote of 4 to 28 for 
the Government, and on the third the 
Opposition, challenging the Government's 
succession duties, was snowed under by a 
vote of 56 to 22, the Patrons voting with 
the Government,

ees HORSES AND DOGS. 


Luxurious Treatment Glyon to These Ant | 


mutts in Parts, 


The ordinary horse bath with sprink- 
ling hose, or a drive into some conven- 
}ient pond, is absolutely discounted in 
!the French capital, where a Turkish 
bath establishment for equines and dogs 
has been opened. This includes all the 
luxuries of a shampoo with brandy and 
water, and other Oriental bath trim- 
mings. ‘Che horse bath is situated near 
the Bois de Boulogne. It has not been 
open very long, but is already doing 
a thriving business. Men who come 
home themselves from a drive through | 
the dusty or hot streets, and enjoy 
careful ablution, are moved all the more 
readily to grant that luxury to the ex- 
pensive horses that have pulled their 
carriages. 
_ The baths are designated on the same 
lines as those where men and women 
go to bathe, but the rooms have to be 
much larger, Three large rooms are 
connected with, each other by wide 
doors. A horse to be operated upon 1s 
first taken to the back room. ‘This is 
divided into fair-sized stall& ‘The horse 
is tied up to a ring in the stall, and the | 
room is filled with steam to 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit through a steam coil con- 
cealed in the wall of the room. Usually 
a half hour expires before the horse is 
in a profuse perspiration adn ready to 
be taken out, although horses on the 
sick list are not allowed in the bath 
so long as that. 

The horse is then led into the middle 
room, which is also divided into stalls. 
In this room a tremendous tempera- 
ture is kept up with hot air. The flow 
of perspiration begun by_the steam 1s 
increased, and another 15 minutes are 
consumed before the horse is ready for 
the shower bath, which is given through 
an arrangement in the ceiling, two at- 
tendants standing at each side of the 
horse. They rub and scrape off the 
perspiration and water with smooth 
tlexible scrapers of hard wood. 

After the shower, which lasts for 15 
minutes, the animal is given a gentle 
shampoo with soft brushes. A drink of 
brandy and water is administered, and 
the horse is dried with warm, dry 
cloths, The temperature is gradually 
lowered to 80 degrees, and the animal 
is ready to come out and enter the next 
room, A moderate temperature is kept 
up in this room; the horse is laid on a 
table, and the final touches are dexter- 
ously given to his toilet, 2 4 

This table is a very ingenious me- 
chanical affair. The top is padded and 
covered with oiled canvas. It turns 
over into a perpendicular position, one 
side touching the floor. With strips of 
strong webbing the animal is strappe' 
to the table. Another rubbing down 
with stiff hair brushes is given, and 
then balsams and bay rum are applied. 
When one side is finished the table is 
tipped over, the horse strapped to the 
other side, and the remaining part of 
the body is treated in the same way. 
Mane and tail are combed, brushed and 
artistically braided yb the attendants. 

Another drink of brandy is given, 

and then the horse is ready to depart. 
Large dogs are treated the same as 
horses. ‘Uhe small pet dogs do not have 
to be strapped, but all dogs must wear 
muzzles, 
Horse sare said to enjoy the luxury 
as much as human beings, and submit 
pun good grace to the various opera- 
ions.

The Overthrow of Monarchy. The 
Provisional Government. 


Tho feeling is still too bitter between 
the Republicans or P. G's, as they are 
contemptuously called by their enemies, 
and the Royalists for the exact truth as 
to the overthrow of the monarchy to be 
obtained. The political feeling hero is 
at about the same heat as it was in the 
United States in 1866. ‘The Royalists 
still call the government “ provisional,” 
and refuse to recognize it. 

To understand the cause of the ovyer- 
throw.of monarchy one must have some 
knowledge of the history of Hawaii. In 
tho latter part of the 18th century a 
powerful chief of Hawaii, known as Ka- 
captured two American 
sailors named Davis and Young. The 
latter was a boatswain on the Boston 
frigate Eleanor, the former on a little 
sloop, the Fair American. The latter 
vessel was seized, its captain and crew, 
with the exception of Dayis, killed, and 
its cannon taken on shore. Young, and 
Davis, being expert gunners. were 
spared to manage the artillery for Ka- 
mehameha, who at once began the con- 
quest of the whole group of islands. 
The two Americans were his generals, 
they married the daughters of chiefs or 
princes, and were given high offices.

The missionaries, however, had come 
to stay, and, in an earnest manner, be- 
gan the conversion of the heathen. They 
wore often threatened by the lawless 
sailors, who regarded their upright 
lives asa standing rebuke to their own 
immorality. But, in spite of all threats 
and danger, the missionaries held their 
ground. ‘They had the respect and con- 
fidence of the kings, who remained their 
friends, and the cause of Christianity 
advanced until all of the islands were 
brought under its sway. Missionaries 
who came to the islands young men, 
raised families of children, grew old, 
and died. Children born on tho islands 
grew up, died, and left children, natu- 
ral born Hawaiians, the same as any 
American citizen to-day is an Ameri- 
can. 

The direct line of Kamehamehas end- 
ed with Kamehameha V. After one or 
two short reigns, David Kalakaua was 
elected king. Though a dissolute man, 
with many weaknosses, he seemed to 
have had an idea of justice and right. 
But he tried to please all parties, and. 
of course, failed. 

By this time sugar and rice planta- 
tions had become a source of great 
wealth in the islands, and Americans 
with pluck and energy were peopling 
the country and getting the cream of its 
industries. . 

Kalakaua was not a bad man, He 
was a weak, vain man, and easily in- 
fluenced by bad surrondings. Ho was 
constantly in need of money, though 
his annuity was larger than the salary 
of the President of the United States, 
Ho found himself harhpered by the con- 
stitution which limited his power, and 
declared his intention of giving the peo- 
ple another constitution which was in 
reality a return to absolute monarchy. 

Great excitement prevailed, and a 
revolution was threatened by the peo- 
ple whose liberties were endangered, 
until, bowing to the popular will, Kala- 
kaua permitted the constitution tostand. 

King Kalakaua died January 20, 
1891, and was succeeded by his sister, 
Lilioukalani, as queen. Irom tho first 
she displayed intense hatred for the 
American missionaries. Left alone she 
might have made anexcellent monarch, 
for those who know her say sho possess- 
es many good qualities; even her politi- 
cal enemies deny the slanders against 
her personal character. But the queen 
was ill-advised. Her race prejudices 
wero roused by interested persons, ‘lhe 
American missionary was held up in 
the light of a moral pirate, who had loft 
his conscience at Cape Horn, and come 
to rob and plunder the natives as the 
Spaniards had done in America, and all 
under the guise of religion,

She Claims to be the Mouthpiece of the 
Angel Gabriel—Sho Predicts a Great War.

BOILER EXPLOSION. 


Two Men Killed and Soveral Others

&raph. Recent visitors to China say 
howe that telegraphing there is 
laborious and expensive process, and 
that the lines are a charge upon the 
| State treasury instead of a source of 
revenue. 


The despatches are. of course, sent in 
Chinese, for not one in many thousands 
of the natives knows any language ex- 
,cept his own. But ths Chinese 
| no alphabet. Their literary charact- 


| ic, number many thousands. It i 
simply impossible to invent telegraphic 
Signals that would cover the written 
| language. Here was ar obstacle in the 
way of using the telegraph at all. 
The difficulty was obviated by invent- 
ing a telegraphic signal for each of 
| the cardinal numbers or figures might 
be telegraphed to an extent. Then a 
code dictionary was prepared, in which 
each number from 1 up to several thou 
sands stood for a particular Chinese 
letter or ideograph. It is, in fact, a 
cipher system. The sender of the mes- 
Sage need not bother himself about its 
meaning. He may telegraph all d 
without the slightest idea of the info | 
‘mation he is sending, for he transmits | 
| only numerals. : 
It is very different with his friend, | 
; the receiver. He has the code diction- 
ary at his elbow, and after each mes- | 
sage is received he must translate it, 
| writing each literary character in place | 
of the numeral that stands for it. Only | 
}about an eighth of the words in the! 
| written language appear in the codo, 
but there are enough of them for all} 
practical purposes. z 

But the Chinese system has its great | 
dis-advantages. Men of ordinary edu- 
cation have not sufficient acquaintance | 
with the written language to be com- 
petent telegraph receivers, and the lit- 
erati are not seeking employment in 
! telegraph offices any more than our col- 
| lege professors are. So the Government 
recruits its employees with much ditf- 
ficulty. Besides, the patrons of the! 
telegraph are comparatively few in 
number. There are almost no Chinese } 


the case with many 
thousands of our business men. The | 
public is not invited to buy stock inthe | 
Chinese telegraph lines, and if it was, 
nobody at present would buy with a 
view to dividends. The receipts do not | 
equal the expenses, and the Govern- 
ment makes up the deficit. 

There is another great disadvantage 
of the Chinese telegraph system. All 
over the world the movements of rail- 
road trains are regulated by telegraph. | 
The orders received by the station agent | 
are filed in plain view of the employ- 
ees, and if need be the switchman may 
take temporary charge dnd carry out 
the instructions from the central off- 
ice, Railroads haye been introduced 
into China to a very small extent, and | 
there is talk of greatly extending the | 
Service. But how about running the 
trains? 

A writer in Le Mouvement Colonial of | 
Paris says that if railroads are intro- | 
duced to any extent in China the per- 
sonnel must be exclusive European 
and American, or recruited from the | 
literary class, He says the Chinese 
Government will not take foreigners in- 
to its service, and that the educated 


men of China, who alone among the | ¢ 


people have sufficient knowledge of the | 
written language to be intrusted with 
the actual running of trains, would re- 
fuse most emphatically to be either 
train hands or station agents, 

This is one of the many small stumb- 
ling blocks in the way of China's pro- 
gress, but it is quite effective in its |

railroads in the Congo State, Angola, 
and the Portuguese State of East Afri- 
ca. They are manning telegraph sta- 
tions, making brick, setting type, run- 
ning steamboats, raising coffee, work- 
ing out their taxes, The fathers of 
many thousands of these people never 
saw and perhaps never heard of a white 
‘man. The cry from Matabeleland is: 
“Do not send us white labor. The na- 
‘tives are giving us cheap and efficient 
service.” Hundreds of Lo Benzula’s sol- 
diers, trained for war and nothing else, 
are now earning an honest living by 
industrial pursuits. 


A few Germans have attempted to 
apply in practice such ignoble views as 
Dr. Passarge has expressed. They have 
been tried in the courts for their mis- 
conduct, and now the day of reckon- 
ing for Dr. Peters, the butcher of East 
Africa, seems to have arrived, Dr.Pas- 
Barge is behind the age.

who would later afford me additional vic- 
tims for the gratification of my blood- 
thirstiness, I intended to kill him. 

Pietzel left his home for the last time 
late in July, 1894. We journeyed together 
to New York, and later to Philadelphia, 
where the fatal house on Callowhill 
street, in which he met his death, Septem- 
ber 20. 1894, was hired. Then came my 
writing to him the discouraging letters, 
purporting to be from his wife, causing 
him to resort to drink; then the waiting 
from day to day until I should be sure to 
find him in a drunken stupor at mid-day. 
This was an easy matter, as I was well 
acquainted with his habits, and so sure 
was [of finding him thus incapacitated 
that when the day came on which it was 
convenient for me to kill him, even before 
Iwentto his house I packed my trunk 
and made other arrangements to leave 
Philadelphiain a hurried flight immedi- 
ately after his death. 

After thus preparing, I went to the 
house, quietly unlocked the door and 
stole noiselessly within, and in the second 
story room I found him insensibly drunk, 
aslexpected. I first bound him hand 
and foot, and, having done this, proceeded 
to burn him alive, saturating his clothing 
and his face with benzine, and igniting it 
with a match. 

Upon the first day of October, 1894, I 
took the three Pietzel children to the 
Circle house, at Indianapolis, where I en- 
gaged permanent board for them until 
such a time as I could kill one or more of 
them. 

On October 7 I called at the Irvington 
dru, store early in the evening, and pur- 
chased the drugs I needed to kill the boy, 
and the following evening I again went to 
the same store and bought an additional 
supply, asI found I ‘had nov obtained a 
sufficient quantity on my first visit. Karly 
in the afternoon of October 10 I had the 
boy’s trunk and astove I had bought taken 
to the depot, and they arrived at the 
Irvington house at about 6 p.m., at which 
time Mr. Moreman was tlie last person 
who saw the boy alive, for almost im- 
mediately I called him into the house, and 
insisted that he go to bed at once, first 
giving him the fatal dose of medicine, As 
soon as he ceased to breathe Icut his body 
into pleces that would pass through the 
doorof the stove, and by the combined 
use of gas and corncobs, proceeded to burn 
it with as little feeling as though it had 
been some inanimate article. 

Inow with much reluctance come to 
the discussion of the murders of Alice and 
Nellie Pietzel, whose deaths will seem to 
many to be thesaddest of all, both on ac- 
count of the terribly heartless manner in 
which they were accomplished and be- 
cause in one instance, that of Alice, the 
oldest of these children, her death was 
the least of the wrongs suffered at my 
hands. 

These children, after boarding in Detroit 
for about one week, reached ‘Toronto, and 
were taken to the Albion hotel, where 
they boarded until they were killed. Upon 
October 20 I hired the St. Vincent street 
house, having the lease made in the name 
of S. H. Howard, in order to avert suspi- 
clon as much as possible in case an investi- 
gation followed. Between 5 and 6 p.m. 
the same day I took a large empty trunk 
tothe house, and then passed the follow- 
ing day at Niagara Falls. On the 23rd I 
bought and took to the house the furnt- 


ture, stove and bedding, and on the 28rd 
the children went to the house for a few 
hours. ‘The 24th was passed in other parts 
of the elty, but on the 25th, tho fatal day 
of thelr death, they were seen at the house 
atipm, sud a ittle later they accom- 
panied me to several clothing stores, and 
finally, at4 p.m., while they wero Ina 
restaurant near by, @ entered @ largo store 


in which I believed I should meet Mrs. 
Pietzol, holding in my hand some heavy 
winter underwear, which I had bought 
for the little boy, already dead at Indian- 
apolis, 

I immediately took them to the St. 
Vincent street house, and compelled them 
both to get within the large trunk, 
through the cover of which I made an 
opening. Herel left them until I should 
return, and at my leisure killthom. At8 
p.m. I returned to the house where the 
children were {mprisoned, nnd ended 
their lives by connecting the gas to the 
trunk, Then came the opening of the 
trunk and the viewing of their blackened 
and distorted faces. ‘Then the digging of 
tho two shallow graves inthe basement of 
the house, the ruthless stripping off their 
clothing, and their burial without & par- 
ticle of covering but the cold earth which 
Theaped upon them. 

There is little more to tell. The next 
day was passed in burning the children’s 
clothing and in resting from my terrible 
night's work, and upon the 27th I called 
on an expressman and had the trunk re- 
moved fromthe house, and, after giving 
the keys toaneighbor, went away never 
to return. 

From ‘Toronto I went to Ogdensburg, 
and from there to Burlington, Vt., where 
T hired a furnished room for Mrs. Pietzel’s 
use,and afew days before my arrest in Bos- 
ton wrote her a letter, in which I directed 
her to carry a bottle of dynamite that I 
had previously left in the basement, so 
arranged that in taking it to the third 
story of the house it would fall from her 
hands and not only destroy her life, but 
that of her two remaining children, whom 
I knew would be with her at the time. 
This was my last act, and happily did not 
have a fatal termination. The eighteen 
intervening months I have passed in soli- 
tary confinement, andin a few daysam to 
be led forth to my death. 


A DISPUTED ISLAND. 


Both Canada and the United States Claim 
Hunter's Island—Propose® Joint Com- 
mission to Consider the Case. 


Washington, April 9.—A meeting of the 


House Foreign Affairs Committee was 
held to-day to discuss the ownership of 
Hunter’s island, which lies west of Lake 
Superior, and whose status has never 
been finally settled. The island is claimed 
by both the United States and Canada. 
The matter was referred to a sub-com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Heatwole, of 
Minnesota, Adams, of Pennsylvania, and 
Newlands, of Nevada, who will draw re- 
solutions toauthorize the creation of a 
joint commission by the Governments of 
the United States and Great Britain to 
consider theqnestion of jurisdiction and 
arrange a convention. Hunter's Island 
consists of about eight square miles, con- 
tains valuable minerals, and is the center 
of profitable fisheries, but is sparsely set- 
tled. Arrowsmith’s London map of 1842 
places the island on the South side of the 
boundary line, as does the atlas of the 
Dominion of Canada published in 1875, 
and based on the work of special commis- 
sioners. Of other maps published in the 
United States and Great Britain, some 
place the boundary line south and some 
north of theisland. Ifthe final decision 
be in favor of the United States, the is- 
land will be part of the State of Minne- 
sota. 


FIGHT WITH MATABELES. 


Capt. Brand With 130 Men Attacked— 
Hewing Their Way Through the Lines— 
Natives Well Armed. 

London, April 12.—A despatch dated 
Buluwayo yesterday says that messengers 
who have arrived there report that a 
large force of Matabeles attacked Captain 
Brand and his party of 1830 men. A laager 
was formed, which was completely sur- 
rounded by the blacks. The whites made 
a desperate fight. Finally, when all their 
ammunition was exhausted and their 
Maxim gun disabled they fought their 
way through the lines of the Matabeles, 
losing five killed and sixteen wounded. 
The Matabeles were armed with Martini 
rifles. It is estimated that they lost 150 
killed and wounded. Matters are daily 
becoming more serious. ‘The rising is 
spreading rapidly. 

The Telegraph will to-morrow publish a 
despatch from Praetoria saying that two 
large Matabele regiments are killing oxen 
and holding war dances twelve miles 
from Buluwayo. 

Buluwayo, April 12.—Captain Brand, 
in command of a column which is at a 
point thirty miles distant from here, has 
sent an appeal for help, ne being pressed 
by the Matabeles. Capt. McFarlane and 
230 men will go to the assistance of the 
column. 


It is announced that ex-Empress Fred- 
erick of Germany intends to spend much 
of her time in future in England. 

The Schrader-Kotze duel, in Berlin, is 
said to have been fought with the tacit 
consent of the highest authorities, 

A despatch from Venice says that Em- 
peror William and King Humbert have 
decided to prolong the Dreibund until 
1902. 

‘The British Board of Trade returns for 
the first quarter of the year show a sub- 
stantial increase in both exports and im 
ports. 

Lady Mountstephen died in Z,ondon 
yesterday morning. Until five years ago 
she had spent most of her married life in 
Montreal. 

The rumor is gaining ground in Madrid 
that Captain-General Weyler is to be re- 
called from Cuba, and that Marshal Cam- 
pos is to be reinstated. 

The Governorship of Jamaica will be- 
come vacant in April, when Sir Henry 
Blake's extended term of employment 
there will come to an end. 

In Greater London there are consumed 
every year about 45,000,000 gallons of malt 
liquor, 8,006,000 gallons of wine, and 
4,500,000 gallons of ardent spirits, 

It isstated that glanders are rife in the 
Liverpool quarantine for imported horses, 
and thatout of one hundred Canadian 
horses in one depot forty are suffering 
from the disease. 

The latest Corean intelligence is of a 
very disquieting nature. he fight be- 
tween the Russian and Japanese factions 
at Seoul still continues, and murders 
take place almost daily. 

Advices from China state that there is a 
strong anti-foreign feeling existing in 
Ching-Tu, Several petty acts of hostility 
against the Canadian missions in the Ku- 
Cheng district are reported.

Carrot Compote.—Scrape the carrots 
and cut in quarter-inch slices. Stew in;

Scalloped Carrots.—Peel and slice 
very thin, then put a layer in a baking 
dish, sprinkle with salt, pepper and a 
very little flour and bits of butter, 
then another layer of carrots,.then sea- 
soning, until the basin is nearly full. 
Now fill the basin with milk till it 
covers the carrots, put bits of butter 
over the top and bake till tender. 

Carrot Pie.—Por two pies, boil and 
rub parcols through a colander to a 
pound, add two eggs, and cream to make 
it quite thin; add a heaped teacupful 
of sugar, Season with cinnamon and nut- 
meg. Bake in a quick oven, 

Carrot Pudding.—Boil three-quarters 
of a pound of carrots, mash, add half 
“# pound of breadcrumbs, a quarter of 
a pound of chopped suet, six tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, three ‘well beaten eggs, 
half a pound of raisins, currants or 
sweet dried fruit, add milk to make a 
thick batter, and steam four hours, 
Place in oven twenty minutes and serve 
with jelly sauce. 

Jelly Sauce.—Melt two tablespoonfuls 
of jelly and two heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar in half a pint of boiling 
water. Dissolve a teaspoonful of corn 
starch in half a teacup of cold water, 
pour in and when it boils remove from 
fire and serve.

That 
which is learned early in life is never 
forgotten. The first thing, taught 
should be obedience, and if this lesson 
be well learned you may teach them 
whatever else you may desire.

' ELECTION JUNE I6TH. 


Premier's Resignation Not Yet Announced 
—The Governor-General Consulted. 


Ottawa, April 21.—In Ministerial quar- 
ters it is claimed that the dates of the gen- 
eral election have been officially fixed. 
Nominations on June 9 and yoting on 
June 16; that immediately after the disso- 
lution Sir Mackenzie Bowell willleave for 
England to attend the Cable Conference; 
that upon his advice Sir Charles Tupper 
will{be called in as premier, and that 
early next week important changes will 
be made in the Cabinet. The nature of 
these is not indicated, but it is hinted that 
Mr. Chapleau may be included among 
them, as he is expected at Ottawa from 
Atlantic City shortly, 

The political developments which the 
tongue of rumor was busy last night pre- 
dicting did not take place to-day. Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell is still at the helm of 
the ship of State. ‘The Premier has, how- 
ever, been consulting as to the time when 
he should transfer the.command to an- 
other and not less experienced hand. Sir 
Frank Smith, who is always here when 
great Cabinet changes are being effected, 
arrived to-day, and has since discussed 
the matter over with Sir Mackeuzie. The 
Premier has also, it is understood, con- 
ferred with his Excellency the Governor- 
General on the subject. He paid Rideau 
hall a visit this afternoon, sosoon as the 
meeting of the Cabinet was finished. 
There he had, it is believed, a long and 
confidential talk with the representative 
ofthe Queen, in which he explained his 
reasons for desiring to be relieved of office. 
It will be remembered that when Sir 
Mackenzie tendered his resignation in 
January last, Lord Aberdeen was disin- 
clined to accept it, because action had not 
been taken in the Speech from the Throne, 
At that time there was doubt as to whom 
the Governor would call upon in the 
event of the Premier's resignation, as the 
Conservatives were seemingly divided, 
But now that the House hag pronounced 
favorably upon the policy of the Govern- 
ment there is no longer any doubt that his 
Excellency would invite to be his chief 
adviser A supporter of that policy. Dur- 
ing the many changes since the death of 
Sir John Macdonald it has beon the prac- 
tice, when the premiership became vacant 
tocall the leader ofthe other House to 
that office. Following that practice, and 
the ordin ry constitutional usage, the 
Governor-General would offer Sir Charles 
upper the OPOREU ALE to form a Govern- 
ment, This, In all probability, is what 
will take place during the next few days,

| HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Mr. Dickey introduced a bill to amend 
the Criminal Code, 189%, He explained 
thatitdeals with ao number of matters, 
, although only one amendment was of very 
great importance, It extends tho law 
dealing with obscene books to the manu 
facture as wellas sale, that having been 
overlooked before. ‘The section deallng 
with the transmission of obscene books 
through the mails is also to be made more 
effective. Seotion 183, which embodies 
the old Charlton Act, is to be extended to 
protect girls and women employed in 
shops or stores, the extension, being made 
desirable by reason of the growth of the 
large departmental stores. Another 
amendment removes the anomaly which 
has been discovered in the code, that while 
betting is permitted upon legitimately 
organized race meets during the progress 
ofa race meet, the booth in which the 
betting takes place is An illegal place. 
This anomaly is remoyed without extend. 
ing the privilege of betting, ‘he section 
dealing with horse racing is to be amended 
insuch a way as to meet the complaints 
which have been made that in some see 
tions of the country racing is carried on 
almost continually during the summer 
months, with the result thac it is not 
simply horse racing, but an opportunity 
for gambling. It was represented, Mr. 
Dickey said, that great evils had been 
developed by this practice, and he had 
endeavored to strike as thac without 
limiting legitimate horseracing. ‘The bill 
allowed ten-day race meets twice a year 
onone track, with forty days between 
them. Its practical eect’ would be, the 
Minister said, to allow ten-day spring and 
fallmects.

Five Wondred of Khalifu's 
lKillled--Peaco Negotiations Bro 
Tho British Uxpedt 
Rome, April 21.—General Baldissera, 

commanding the Italian forces in Abyssl 
nia, has received a letter from King Mene- 
Mk, in which that monarch wrote thatif 
Italy refused the ferms of peace which he 
had offered through Major Salas, the Ital- 
fun envoy to the Abyssinian camp, he 
would hold Major Salzaas a hostage until 
the letters defining the terms of pence 
were returned to him. General Baldis- 
sera fmmediately upon receiving this com 
munication sent back the letters, and now 
considers that peace negotiations between 
Italy and Abyssinia haye been finally 
ruptured. 

New York, April 21.—A special to The 
Herald from Wady Halfa, Egypt, says: 
‘The course of the expedition is progress- 
ing quietly, but ina perfectly satisfactory 
manner. Bimbashi Stevenson has laid s.x 
miles of the railway from Sarmas to Ak- 
asheh, The Bimbashi also started on 
Wednesday to lay the wire between the 
same twocamps. He will complete the 
telegraph in about a week's time, The 
telegraph practically follews the caravan 
route along the Nile, and is at presenta 
ground line, Stern-wheel stenmers of 
shallow draught andarmed with machine 
guns are being constructed in England 
and will be placed on the reaches of the 
Nile as soon as they can be got over the 
cataract. 

Abdul Azim, a friendly sheik, who was 
despatched to Murat with 200 Arabs with 
orders to scout toward the Shaggieh coun- 
try, passed through Schirri Island on to 
the south, He reports that the inhabit- 
ants rejoiced at the news of the expedi- 
tion, but could not proffer help at present 
through fear of the dervishes.

KEEP THE SKIN CLEAR. 

One of the safest and best cosmetics 
for the skin is pure elder flower water, 
such as can be purchased at any first- 
class druggist's. It refreshes the skin 
and keeps it clean, sweet and young, 
it is said for a life time. Wor ‘black- 
heads,” try the following lotion: Solu- 
tion of ammonia, five drops; boric acid, 
five grains; rectified spirits of wine, 
one ounce; essential oil of lavender, 
five drops; essential oil of rose geran- 
ium, five drops. Make this up with a 
distillation from thyme and marjoram 
to eight ounces. You will haye to get 
a druggist to fill out this recipe. Dab 
it en the blackheads and soak them a Jit- 
tle with a small linen cloth folded and 
wet with the lotion. Do not squeeze 
the blackheads. ‘The elder-flower water 
is also good for these disfigurements, 
and it is best to moisten the finger with 
it and apply it to your face with the 
fingers. Only a little is needed at a 
time. Do this two or three times a day. 
Buttermilk or lemon juice, it is said, 
are very efficacious for remoying tan, 
but time is the best cure; as soon as 
the weather grows cold tan disappears. 

Where some of the fron teeth are 
longer than the others, the defect is 
remedied now-a-days by filing the ex- 
tra length away. ‘Che operation is very 
disagreeable, but not painful, and the 
improvement is very marked, 

‘here pain at the crown of the tooth 
exists although the tooth is sound, or 
properly filled, relief will be obtained 
vy painting the gum with a lotion com- 
posed of equal parts of tincture o 
todine and aconite. Cotton dipped in 
camphor and placed in the ear on the 
same side as the aching tooth, is often 
a source of speedy relief.

Have a big screen in the room which 
may be used either to shut out the 
bright light when the patient wishes to 
sleop or to keep off draughts when the 
windows are raised and lowered, 

Change the bed linen as often as pos- 
sible. Once a day is not too often, In 
making the bed be sure that the under 
sheet is stretched as tight and smooth 
as a drum cover. Wrinkles in the un- 
der sheet cause continual discomfort 
and sometimes sores. 

Banish creaking chairs from the sick 
room. Nothing so grates upon the pa- 
lient’s nerves and so irritates him as 
unnecessary harsh sounds, Don't whis- 
cer outside his door. ‘That is intensely 
uggravating to him, and conversations 
with the dector may be just as well 
carried on outside the invalid’s hearing, 

Keep the medicine bottles, glasses 
and spoons out of sight of the patient. 
Every sick-room should be provided 
with a small bottle cabinet where med- 
icines'may be kept.

In sowing peas and oats together it 


should be remembered that the oats are t

the acre. Peas can be safely sown at 
the earliest possible moment after the 
ground can be worked. They should be 
sown deep, that is broad+casted and 
ploughed under four or five inches. This‘ 
will protect them from hard free 
in the ground though they will stand 
a good deal of cold without injury; even 
after they are out of the ground it 
takes a hard freeze to injure them. 
‘They can therefore be sown earlier than 
oats, and being covered deeper, and 
slower to come up, they should 
sown a week or ten days earlier. Sow 
about two bushels of peas to the acre, 
and even two and a balf if it can be 
afforded, and harrow the oats in at 
the proper time. For small hog or 
Sheep pastures oats and peas make a 
very valuable combination, and the 
habit of growing them is a very good | 
one to form and follow. | 

Mixing Clover and Timothy Seed.— | 
Almost all farmers seed with a mixture 
of clover and Timothy. But it is much 
better to sow euch of these seeds sep- 
arately than to mix before sowing. Tim- 
othy is lighter and bulkier in propor- 
tion to its weight, Its cannot be 
thrown as far with the seeder or by 
hand as can the compact clover seed. |

otby seed not more than nine feet on 
euch side, and it is better not to rely 
on more than seven and one-fourth, or 
seventeen feet in all. When the seed 
is mixed it leaves a blank space of six 
feet where no Timothy seed falls, or 
else a strip of six feet wide where the 
clover seed has had a double seeding. 
Kither of these makes the 
badly. An even growth, both of cloy- 
er and grass, helps to keep the weeds 
down, and it also makes the land rich- 
er for future crops. 

Harrowing Wheat and Sowing Clov- 
er.—A correspondent would like to have 
experience in harrowing wheat and 
sowing clover. Mr. Jamison says: 
“Years ago we followed this practize, 
and so far as getting the clover to 


start nicely it was a success, But the 
practice is open to objections. Usual- 


ly it is late in the spring before the 
lund is in proper condilion to harrow. 
When the harrowing is done so late 
and the clover seed is sown before or 
after the harrowing, if it sprouts well 
it has too short a lime to grow before 
dry weather catches it. If there is a 
ayy spell early in May the clover is 
almost sure to perish. This waiting 
for the land to get dry enough to hate 
row before sowing the clover seed is 
lobjectionable too, because sometimes we 
have to wait till it is too late to sow 
the seed with any hope of success, unt 
less possibly the summer is a very wet. 
one. 'mobably clover seed is lost one 


sowing. When late sowing is practic- 
ed the percentage of loss from drought 
must be several times greater than 
from frosts after eurly sowing. Yet 
farmers have a much greater fear of 
freezing than they have of drought.” 


Corn for Summer Feeding.—“Coming 
to corn for summer feeding, 1 would 
not plant the large varieties, for if we 
do we simply handle a large bulk to 
get a small amount of food,” says Wal- 
do Brown, in National Stockman. “I 
once planted the “B & W” Southern 
corn and the stalks grew almost as 
large as my wrist, and nine or ten feet 
long, and after the cattle and horses 
had eaten what they would of it the 
bulk was scarcely diminished. A friend 
who has tried it tells me *hat he finds 
pop corn the most profitavle for this 
purpose. It does not grow tall, is eas- 
ily handled and stores well in the barn, 
has a larger per cent. of blades, sets 
more ears than any other kind of, corn, 
bears closer planting and will be eaten 
by horses and cattle with but little 
waste. Planted in rows ‘three feet | 
apart and the hills two feet gives over | 
7,000 hills to the acre, and the hills 
will only need to weigh a little over one 
pound each to give tour tons of cured 
tood to the acre and with the large 
per cent. of ears, husk and blades it 
will make superior food.

Now place a little granulated 
sugar on top of this lump and obser- 
ve how the moisture stops as it touch- 
es the powdered BU RAR, It climbs the 
solid piece of sugar by capillary action. 
The pores are very fine and small, not 
discernable to the eye, yet proven to 
be there when you suck on it and draw 
air through it, The fine sugar on top 
14S no capillaries, they having been 
broken up, hence the moisture is very 
ng from one particle to 
But if the fine sugar is moist- 
ened from above and allowed to dry 
and become a part of the lump below, 
then the capillaries are formed to the 
surface and consequently the moist- 
ure goes to the top. The earth may be 
likened to a great lump of sugar. The 
moisture climbs in the soil for the same 
reasons that it goes up through the 
sugar. If we cut off one or two inch- 
es of the surface and pulverize it we 
stop the moisture. This is the gran- 
ulated sugar. We cut off the pores and 
dam them, and thus make a mulch of 
the earth itself, So, early stirring of 
the soil not only renders it capable of 
absorbing. moisture, but cuts off cap- 
illary action and the loss of moisture. 
Tillage, as it breaks down the soil, al- 
so liberates fertility that is more or 
less locked up in a cloddy soil. The 
better the tillage the better the crop, 
because of more moisture and fertility 
rendered available. Prof. King, of the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station, says 
that a soil well pulverized to the depth 
of one inch diminishes. the loss of 
moisture 50 per cent.; to the depth of 
two inches, 8) per cent., and three inch- 
es, 100 per cent. 4 
Good surface tillage makes the soil 
Warmer, consequently early shallow til- 
lage warms the surface soil more quick- 
ly than deep tillage would. This point 
is worthy of attention by our farmers, 
because it has much to do with earl 
germination of seed. I do not thin 
it advisable to plow heavy soils deep, 
and I doubt very much if it will pay 
with any soil. Plant roots feed very 
largely in the surface soil and where 
a proper rotation has been employed, 


| time in ten by hard freezing after early |one that includes clover and manure 


(the manure always to be applied to the 
clover and on the surface) I would 
never plow deeper than six inches, and 
if I had a red clay subsoil to deal with 
I would plow four inches rather than 
turn this subsoil to the surface, Clover 
is one of the best tools to till the soil 
with in existence. It is a good sub- 
soiler and drainage plant. Whe roller, 
too, should be oa every farm. When 
the soil is dry the more we firm the 
surface with a heavy roller the more 
moisture we bring to the seed. A field, 
however, should never be left with a 
rolled surface, but in every instance a 


smoothing harrow should follow the 
roller to break up the surface and 
check evaporation. A — plank should 


never take the place of the roller—it 
levels the soil but dogs not firm it. 
Surface and frequent cultivation of 
corn and other hoed crops is much bet- 
ter than deep tillage that would mang- 
le the roots and perhaps liberate more 
moisture. Best results are obtained 
where the surface is worked not deeper 
than two inches and made very fine 
and level. As soon as the plows are 
started in the spring I put one team 
onto a smoothing harrow and work the 
soil fine as fast as plowed. By this 
method I save moisture and raise large 


crops in dry seasons. .

Electric cookery is in its infancy. Yet 
the time is approaching when the kitch- 
ens of all well-managed households will 
be run by the mysterious fluid. Elec- 
tricity will take the place of fuel in 
the range; the department of the cuis- 
ine will be lighted by the same agency 
and it is entirely conceivable that a 
small electric motor will be made to 
serve for such purposes as beating eggs 
and mixing griddle cakes. 
Already electric cook stoves in a 
number of patterns are on the market. 
You can even buy an electric chafing 
dish, which may be attached at a mo 
ment’s notice to an ordinary electric 
light wire in the house, 2 
COOKING BY ELECTRICITY. 
With the introduction of the electric 
chafing dish ends the era of the alco 
hol lamp, with its disagreeable odour 
and liability to overflow and set fire 
to the tablecloth. Similar in idea, is» 
the electric tea kettle and stand, ad- 
mirably adapted for 5 o'clock tea. The 
stand is connected with an electric 
wire; a turn of a button, and present- 
ly the water for the beverage, that 7 
cheers without inebriating is singing in - 
the pot. Take off the tea kettle, and 
you have in the stand a suitable ap- 


paratus for making coffee in a bachel- 
or’s apartment or for various uses in 
the nursery or sick-room, In hospitals 
electric contrivances are particularly 
well adapted for heating food, warming 
bandages, eto. 

The electric range looks very dif- 
ferent from a range of the ordinary 
| kitchen pattern. It is more like a 
table, with a cupboard beneath for 
warming dishes and a shelf above for 
such supplementary articles as the 
chating-dish and coffee-pot.,On the 
table will be seen perhaps a porcelain- 
lined pot for boiling or stewing, a 
griddle and a boiler, while the ovens 
stand on the floor alongside. Ovens, 
pot, broiler, etc., are attachable to wires 
when wanted for use. Overhead the 
skimmers and other small utensils hang 
from pegs on the wall. 

DOES IT PERFECTLY. 


It is said that meats roasted in the 
electric oven have all the qualities of 
meats cooked in front of a fire, and — 
they do not require basting or watching. 
They are cooked more evenly and 
in less time, while retaining a larger — 
percentage of the nutritious juices. — 
Bread is baked in the same apparatus — 
ideally. No culinary process is more — 
difficult than to broil in a first-class — 
manner. ‘The coal stove is usually not 
in suitable condition, and the gas flame —¥ 
often ignites the hot fat and burns thea 
food. ‘The electric broiler does its work 
without singing the ofod, smoking it or 
burning it. The escaping juices are col- 
lected unspoiled in a pan beneath, so — 
that the cook can readily baste the 
meat. \ - 

A BOON TO LADIES. . 

The electric sad-iron is a boon alike 
to the laundress and the housewife. The 
current supplied to it by a wire Keeps 
it at a constant temperature, and thus 
no time is lost in changing and re-— 
heating irons. One iron may be 
continuously and no coal or gas stove 
is required. ‘The iron never becomes 
overheated; it always remains clean ant 
bright, and does not require wiping to 
prevent the soiling of the fabric, 

Another blessing tor the women is the 
electric curling tongs. They can ba at- — 
tached at a moment's notice to an elec- 
tric light wire and are heated almost 
instantly. They remain at a constant — 
temperature as long as required, or un 
til the connection is cut off. All that’ — 
is necessary in the employment of this — 
contrivance is to remove the incandes- 
cent lamp from its socket, attach the — 
cord of the iron to the socket in place 
of the lamp and turn on the current.

The current 
may be diminished or increased to an, 
one of five intensities of heat, and, 
howeyer the temperature may be rege 
ulated, it remains constant, 

The electric heater furnishes a large 
quantity of pleasantly warmed air in- 
stead of a small quantity of overheated 
air. In cars the Sopa Tete is so placed 
as to distribute the heat as evenly as 
yossible, and an advantage is obtained 
ty delivering it near the fect. Thus the 
Warm air is communicated to the pas- 
sengers before it rises to the upper 
parts of the vehicle, A coal stove, on

A HISTORY OF CUBA. 


Spain colonized the island in 1511. 

In 1534 and again in 1554 Havana was 
destroyed by the French. 

Matanzas was the first city to fall into 
the hands of the insurgents. 

Cruelty and injustice to the natives has 
always been the creed of the Spaniards. 

The present revolution began February 
24, 1895, when the republic was proclaim- 
ed by Marti. 

In 1848 President Polk offered Spain 
$1,000,000 for the island, which offer was 
refused. 

The constitution of Cuba, modeled on 
that of the United States, was adopted 
September 23, 1895. 

The revolution of 1868 lasted ten years 
before Spain succeeded in compromising 
by promising reforms. 

A triangular blue union, having asingle 
star and five stripes, three of red and two 
of white, is the flag of the republic. 

Very little relinblo news of the present 
insurrection can be obtained, owing to the 
censorship of the press and the mendacity 
of the leaders of both sides. 

The first serious revolution took place in 
1848, under the leadership of Narciso 
Lopez, who in 1851 repeated his attempts

It is believed now that the arrangement

is a matter of doubt Before the trouble 
at Johannesberg they were all yery popu- 
lar, but there was a significant incident 
in connection with their arrest that is 
not generally known. Shortly after they 
were lodged in the jail at Practoria a 
number of Boers took to that city a beam 
on which some years previously the Brit- 
ish had hanged several Boers for treason. 
When the attention of the Government 
was called to this fact a prompt disclaimer 
of any implied threat to hang the pris- 
oners was made, and it was asserted that 
the beam had been taken to Praetoria to 
be used for bnilding purposes. 

A report is circulated and generally 
credited in the lobhy of the House of 
Commons that Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain has adyised the surrender of Col. 
Rhodes and his comrades to the legal au- 
thorities at Practoria, and also adyised 
them to enter 4 plea of guilty upon the 
assurance that the Praetoria authorities 
would treat them with leniency. The Op- 


position ore framing a series of questions 


to be propounded to the Government with 
the object of forcing them to make reyela- 
tions showing precisely what part the 
English Government has played in the 
affair. 

The Globe, in an article on the con- 
demnation of Rhodes, Hammond and 
others to death, says: ‘‘Tho news absorbs 
the entire interest of the House of Com- 
mons. ‘The consensus of opinion is that 
the condemned men are in no real dan- 
ger, but the feeling is unanimous that in 
the event of the contrary there must be 
instant war, It would be impossible for 
even* the present Government to hold 
office for a day if any other course were 
taken" 

THE UITLANDERS’ GRIEVANCES. 


The statement of what these grievances 
are, as published by Mr. Cecil Rhodes in 
the New York World, was as tollows:— 

“There aro 70,000 nowcomers in -the 
Transyaal, and the old population num- 
bers 14,000. With the development of 
gold industry to a fuller extent the new- 
comers will amount:to 600,000 in fiye 
years, and eventually 1,000,000 or proba- 
bly more, From time to time the position 
will be npset by attempts of the new pop- 
ulation to claim common civil rights, 
which eventually they certainly must get 
Statesmanship should give them some 
rights now, as the present state of affairs 
is impossible for the newcomers, who own 
more than half the soil of the Transyaal 
and nine-tenths of the wealth of the 
country ‘The new males outnumber the 
old by flve to one, and are composed 
largely of Americans, including the prin- 
cipal mine managers: England is the only 
great power in South Africa, and she is 
now threatened with German interfer- 
ence, which she is bound to resont and 
resist. In this she should hayo America's 
sympathy, for blood is thicker than wa- 
ter. Tho Americans, abovo all nations, 
insist upon civil rights for thelr indus- 
tries. Here at the Cape and in the ‘Trans- 
vool all my managers aro Americans, 
Yet we have the spectacle of the two 
great English-speaking nations of tho 
world almost on the yergo of war about 
some barren land in South America, 
whereas if they were working in perfect 
harmony the peace of tho world would 
be secured’’

and had no voice in the lovying of taxa 


tion and that the Boers so arranged tho

NO MORE EPIDEMICS. 


The Experiments In Chicago University— 
The Deadly Effect of the Rontgen Rays 
on Bacilit. 


A despatch from Chicago says:—Prof. 
H. P. Pratt and Prof. Hugh Wright- 
man announce to the world that diphth- 
erla and typhoid germs are absolutely 
killed ‘by the Rontgen rays. This 
statement is made without reserve. The 
decision was reached on Thursday night 
in the laboratory, when the last of the 
germs which had been exposed to the 
ray tailed to show signs of life under 
the glass—the deadly bacilli remaining 
idle and inactive in the midst of the 
best and most tempting imitation of hu- 
man tissue. Prof, Wrightman prepar- 
ed four new colonies of epidemic breed- 
ers, They were labelled as cholera, 
tuberculosis, hog cholera, and diphther- 
ia. They were located in tubes filled 
with nutriment. Prof. Pratt turned the 
current into the great cell, and the 
rays were thrown into the groups of 
bacilli. The magic aegney vas allow- 
ed to work 62 minutes. 

A critical and elaborate examination 
showed a great chemical change. It 
was evident that the force had acted 
upon the artificial tissue. It is ex- 
pected that free oxygen was made 
and an acid created, exactly as would 
take place in the human body. ‘This 
acid either kills the germs or puts 
them to sleep. They will now be 
transplanted, ‘The two physicians are 
risking their professional reputation by 
the prophecy that not one of the four 
groups will ever be able to recover. 
They are certain of the effect on the 
diphtheria—confident concerning the 
other three. There cannot pessibly be 
failure on the score of machinery or 
appliance, and they have already proy- 
ed the correctness of their theory.

_ Baked Spare Rib and Kraut.—Thisis 
always an acceptable dish. Prepare a 
spare rib for baking, crack the bones 
through the centre so it will fold, fill 
it with kraut, fold together and bake in 
a moderate oven, adding half a pint or 
more of boiling water with which to 
baste it Pedueatlys When nearly done 
open the rib and let the kraut brown a 
little. When done, heap the kraut in 
the centre of a large platter, carve the 
rib and arrange it on the platter around 
the kraut. If the rib was a fat one; 
.to the fat and liquor left in the pan, 
add # pint of water and when it boils 
slowly stir a tablespoonful of flour that 
has been smoothed in a little cold water 
and make a gravy to serve with the 
meat. 

Baked Kraut.—Partially drain the 
kraut, put in a baking pan, and cover it 
with fat pork cut as thinly as it can 
be sliced. Add a little boiling water: 
oover the pan and bake for half an hour 
or longer according to the amount of 
kraut. Then uncover, and bake until 
the meat is nicely browned. Add more 
boiling water if necessary to keep it 
from baking dry. 

Stewed Kraut.—Put the necessary 
amount of kraut into a stew pan, and 
add enough liquor from boiling beef to 
almost cover it, Cover closely and stew 
for an hour, or if more convenient set 
into the oven and bake. If one has not 
the meat liquor, boiling water and 4 
generous annie of butter may be sub- 
stituted, which makes it very nice, but
